The blast tore up a huge section 
of the pipeline at a point about 
160 kms. south of the capital, ag- 
gravating an already acute petrol 
shortage caused by 3 massive trans-

Police said at least 20 persons 
were injured by the pre-dawn ex- 
plosion which ripped roofs off homes 
400 metres away and set more than 
150,000 gallons of spilling petrol 
aflame. 

It was the second dynamiting of 
a fuel-line since Chile's truckers 
went on strike 13 days ago, bring- 
ing a long simmering political and 
economic crisis to a head. The ear- 
Her explosion, last week, crippled 
a line that supplied part of San- 
tiago with liquid fuel from a west 
coast refinery. 

A strike broke out at El Te- 


niente, the world’s largest under- 
ground copper mine, on Monday 
night to protest the dismissal of 
97 workers. The mine's 5,000 em- 
ployees walked out and another 
10,000 workers were expected to 
follow unless the government gives 
in, 

Santiago's 2,000 doctors also an- 
nounced a 24-hour strike for today 
to protest the government's public 
health policies and the shortage of 
equipment and supplies in hospi- 


"The fovernment claims the trans- 
portation strike is “seditious” and 
has made several attempts to break 
it without success. Clashes between 
police, non-strikers and strikers have 
been frequent 

Four persons have been killed 
and another 50 were injured in 
scattered outbreaks of violence and 
terrorist attacks since the trucker’s 
strike began. The terrorist attacks 
alone number mcre than 200 ac- 
cording to police and include the 
dynamiting of bridges, roads and 
railways, 


Dollar price

Grivas: ‘Vakis 
kidnapped for 
ill-treatment 
of prisoners’ 


NICOSIA {Reuter). Former 
EOKA, leader George Grivas told 
the wife of kidnapped Justice Min- 
ister Christos Vakis in a letter that 
her husband had been “arrested” 
because of the ill-treatment of poli- 
Ucal prisoners, and added that 
“your husband's life is in no dan- 
ger from us." 

The letter, published here yester- 
day in the opposition newspaper 
“Ethniki,” said Vakis was being 
treated “with humanism and dig- 
nity.” 

Grivas’ letter was in reply to an 
appeal by Elena Vakis for the re- 
lease of her husband, kidnapped at 
gunpolnt at his home in Nicosia 
last Thursday. 

A leaflet issued last week in the 
name of General Grivas, who 5 
fighting for Enosis (Union of 
Cyprus with Greece), sets five’ con- 
ditions for the Mlnister’s release. 
They include a “genuine” electlon 
for President, reinstatement of all 
dismissed pollceemen and civil ser- 
vants, and the freeing of political 
detainees. 

President Makarios immediately 
rejected the terms as “blackmail” 
and disclosed that the General's 
supporters were plotting his murder 
as well 

There was no immediate official 
response to Grivas’ letter. 

Two bomb explosions on Monday 
night destroyed cars parked in 
towns south of Nicosia, but no 
other violence was reported. There 
were no casualties.

concluding a treaty aimed at ban- 
ning all tests. 

Sweden, Nigeria and Mexico were 
among the strongest critics of the 
two nuclear super-powers at a ses- 
sion of the 25-mation Geneva Dis- 
armament Conference marking the 
10th anniversary of a pact forbid- 
ding nuclear tests in the atmos- 
phere, outer space and underwater 
— but not underground. 

They pointed out that in the 
preamble to the 1963 treaty, the 
nuclear states pledged themselves 
to continue negotiations to also end 
underground tests — but this goal 
seemed farther away than ever. 

Chief U.S. negotiator Joseph Mar- 
tin said there had been encouraging 
progress in the difficult task of ne- 
gotiating an accord to ban under-

terpart, Alexei Roschchin, implied 
that the U.S. waz. blocking this 
agreement because ft was un 
to take a political decision on the 
issue.
